tion of maintaining land forces great- 

er than those absolutely necessary “for 

purely defensive purposes made neces- 

sary by the Far Eastern situation.’ 
Not Isolated. 

Other leaders spoke in the same 
vein and in conclusion Secretary 
Hughes assured Premier Briand that 
France was in no.sense in a moral 
isolation and that the United States 
fully realized her position. 

The heart of Americ: said Mr. 
Hughes, carried an imperishable mem- 
ory of France's sacrifices for liberty. 
He agreed with M. Briand that what 
the world needed was “a_ will. to 
peace.’ 

“And there can be no will to peace.” 
he added, “until the institutions of lib- 
erty and justice are secure. May I savy 
in ‘reply to M. Briand that there is 
no ‘moral isolation’ for the defenders 
of liberty and justice.” 

“No words ever spoken for France 
have fallen on deaf ears in the Unit- 
ed States,” said Secretary Hughes, 
amid loud applause. “The heart of 
America was thrilled by her valor and 
her sacrifices and the memory of her 
stand for liberty is imperishable in 
this country, devoted ‘to the institu- 
tions of liberty. It is evident from 
what Mr. Briand has said that what is 
needed at this time in order that there 
may be attained this great ideal is 
the will to peace and there can be no 
hope of a will to peace until the insti- 
tutions of liberty and justice are se- 
cure to all peoples.” 

United States Will Understand. 

‘‘There is no moral isolation of the 
defenders of liberty and justice. We 
understand the difficulties. What he 
has said will be read throughout this 
land by the paople with a determina- 
tion to understand. 

“We can not go into a statement 
of details,” said Secretary Hughes. 
“Fortunately, the conference is so 
organized that the question will have 
a place in our discussions. The ex- 
pressfons we have heard from the rep- 
resentatives of the powers make us 
confident that here will be generated 
that disposition which is essentinl to 
national security, a security. whicb 
armies can never supply. 

“We shall find, too. that if they 
most desire it, peace will be enduring 
among the peoples of the world.”

By unanimous consent the question 
of land armament was referred to the 
committee of the whole of the five 
powers. 

At 2:30 o’clock the conference ad- 
journed to meet at the call of the

Secretary Hughes called the econ- 
ference to order at 11:01 a. m. after 
photographs had been taken of the 
historic occasion. 

In introducing the subject of land 
armaments Secretary Hughes. said 
there was no problem there for the 
United States, whose traditional pol- 
icy was to maintain a small army. 

Reports Progress. 

In opening the conference, after the 
photographers had finished, Secretary 
Hughes said it was “quite obvious 
that there is no limitation of pho- 
tography.”’ Secretary Hughes said 
he took pleasure to state that “grati- 
fying progress had been made during 
the last week by the conference.” 

The “United States fully recognized, 
however, the apprehensions and diffi- 
culties of foreizn powers regarding 
land armament,” he said. 

“The proposals ‘of the 
government regarding the 
of naval armament,” said Secretary 
Hughes, “have been under considera- 
tion by the committee of the plenipo- 
tentiary delegates and, aided by sub- 
committees, the matter is progressing 
favorably.” 


American 
limitation 


On Far East. 


Regarding the conferences of the 
nine powers on Pacific and Far East- 
ern questions, Mr. Hughes added that 
“while a most important declarations 
have been made,” there. was nothing 
at the moment to report to the ple- 
nary session. 

“T think I am justified in saying,” 
Secretary Hughes continued, speuk- 
ing with reference to the Far lWast- 
ern question, “that our expectations 
with reference to the expedition and 
the consideration of these questions 
have been more than realized.” 

The question of land armaments, 
Mr. Hughes said, was one which had 
not yet been brought before ‘he con- 
ference. “So far as the army of the 
United States is concerned,” said Mr. 
Hughes, “no question is presented. It 
has always’ been the policy of the 
United States, its traditional policy, 
to have a regular military establish- 
ment with the smallest possihle basis. 
At the®time of the armistice there 
were upwards of 4,200,000 Americans 
under arms. . At once, on the signing 
of the armistice, demobilization be. 
gan, and it was completed in the 
course of the following year. Today 
our regular establishment numbers 
less than 150,000 men. While we have 
this gratifying condition with re- 
spect: to our military force in the 
United States, we fully recognize the 
special difficulties that exist with 
reference to military forces else- 
where,” 

Mr. Hughes said it was felt that 
full opportunity should be given all 
the delegates to present their views 
fully on the question of Iand arm- 
ament, so they might be made known 
to the conference and the world. 

Briand Speaks. 


Premier Briand, rising to present 
the views of France, began by say- 
ing his government was anxious to 
tuke all measures possible to ussure 
a lasting peace. 

Krance could not put down her 
arms under present cricumstances, de- 
eclared Premier Briand, because of 
conditions closely touching her na 
tional integrity. He said that be 
cause of conditions of instability that 
France must measure them with ref- 
erence to the consequences on her own 
security. 

America, said M. Briand, must see 
France through unclouded glories be- 
fore it could appraise the situation in 
its tweue light. ‘The picture presented 
by Europe after the victory vas bard 
to visualize, he added. 

Critics had said, the premier con- 
tinued, that France sought military 
ascendancy in Europe, but he assert- 
ed the imputation was only a cruel 
reproach, especially coming after her 


record in the war. 
Everyone who’ knows France, he 
untruth of the 


continued, knows the 
accusation. He asserted that if ever 
there was a country committed to 
. . 
peace it was France. But, he added, 
since the war his country had gone 
through many deceptions and had 
seen Germany refuse her obligations. 


Foe of None. 


Asserting with all- his power that 
France was the foe of no nation, M. 
his government wanted 


many. In Germany, he said, there 


| were numerous people who want sin- 


cerely a peace founded on democratic 
institutions and he declared it was 
that sort of a Germany: to which the 
word must look for hope. 

But. he asked, how could France ig- 
nore “the other Germany of the 
Hohenzollerns?’ The old imperial 
party, he declared, had tried repeated- 
ly to regain control. 

As an example, M. Briand read sev- 
eral pages from the memoirs of 
Ludendorff, regarding Germany's as- 
pirations for world conquest. Among 
these citations was Ludendorff’s de- 
clared that the institution of war was 
a creation of God. 

Dramatic Motion. 

Throwing the Ludendorff manu- 
script dramatically upon the table, 
M. Briand declared it should con- 
vince the world what was being said 
at the door of France. 

Premier Briand remarked that one 
must feel a great responsibility ‘““‘when 
rising to speak from this platform 
from whence every word goes to the 
anxious and attentive ear of the 
world.” 

“IT shall endeavor to present the 
situation with its true, genuine face,” 
he declared, “to show that France is 
more ready than any other country to 
direct her steps in the paths for high- 
er peace. Nothing, could be more 
pleasant than to tell you this. We 
bring here sacrifices. We have suf- 
fered much in the war, we have fought 
a great battle, but we must regard 
now our own permanent security. 

“Let me explain for France that 
if you want to make peace it must 
be made by two people, you and your 
neighbor. I am speaking particular- 
ly of land armaments, because there 
is a situation which you have no right 
to neglect. 

Moral Disarmament. 

“Tt is necessary that besides physi- 
cal disarmament there should be a 
general atmosphere of peace—in other 
words, moral disarmament. In Eu- 
rope today some conditions still are 
prevalent and France is obliged to 
state them. Many of you here in 
this country know France. Your men 
came to us at the most critical time 
of war. They have seen France and 
they know her; they have seen Eu- 
rope and they know it. Certainly, 
these men have come back to en- 
lighten your country and they have 
come back to help wipe away some 
of the noxious gases which have. been 
spread by the common enemy.” 

“Here in this country,” the premier 
continued, “you have your states and 
do not know the tangled barriers of 
Furope. It must be difficult for some 
of you to realize what conditions are 
prevailing in Europe after the war. 
I quite admit that a free American 
citizen would say: “The war is won, 
peace is signed. Germany has reduced 
her army. Most of her war mate- 
rial is destroyed. Why is it that 
France keeps’ such a considerable 
army? 

“Some people think that France 
must have some hidden thought. It 
has been said that France wanted 
to establish in Eurone a sort of mili- 
tary supremacy. Probably this is 
the most painful and cruel thing a 
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Frenchman could be told. To tell 
the world that we have perfidious in- 
tentions and military designs is sud 
and most disheartening. 

Seen Germany Haggle. 

“Not one word of it is true,” ex- 
claimed M. Briand, pounding the ta- 
ble with both fists. “If there is a 
country that wants peace with all our 
hearts, believing, in it with her entire 
faith, that country is France. 

“Since the armistice France has had 
to wait for’ realization of certain 
things. She has seen Germany bhag- 
gle over her pledged word and the 
terms she had signed. She has seen 
Germany refuse to pay. The popu- 
lar opinion is that France is impa- 
tient, but France has remained per- 
fectly calm.” 

Referring to the @rman position, 
Premier Briand continued: 

“We have no hatred in our hearts. 
She (France) will use every means 
between Germany and herself to pre- 
vent a bloody recurrence. But after 
all, we have no right to forget, we 
have no right to weaken our position 
and give rise to certain hopes by vur 
weakness. 

“T don’t want to be unjust, but we 
have there one part of Germany that 
is for pe.ce, a part who have had 
enough of this war, who have had 
enough of war altogether, and who 
want to settle down to the pursuits 
of industry and peace. That Ger- 
many we will do everything we can 
to help. 

Another Germany. 

“But there is another Germany,” 
the premier continued with forceful 
gestures. “There is a Germany that 
has not changed her mind and for 
whom the last war was not a deci- 
sion. This Germany has kept the 
same occupations, the same ambitions. 
How can we close our eyes to this? 
How can we ignore the conditions? 
More than that, we have witnessed 
several attémpts to return to a cer- 
tain stage of things.” 

Here Premier Briand cited the royal 
attempts at coups d’etat and quoted 
from the book of General Ludendorff 
whose teachings, he said, were fol- 
lowed by the “elite, professors and 
writers” of a part of Germany. M. 
Briand said he desired to make ex- 
cerpts from Judendorff a part of his 
brief. 

After a long quotation from Luden- 
dorff, which referred to war as the 
cornerstone of all intelligent policies, 
and a creation of God, the premier 
added: 

“These are the character of words 
used by the highest authority, and 
after the war has caused the death 
of millions. ‘That is the sort of 
thing that is being taught at the very 
door of France. How can you ex- 
pect France to close here eyes? 

Has Many Troops. 

On the material side, as contrasted 
to the moral _ side, continued Mr. 
Briand, Germany has at her disposi- 
tion now many soldiers trained in the 
great war. It would be possible to 
mobilize the German people tomor- 
row, he asserted, through the newly 
organized “police” force, consisting 
of officers and under-officers of the 
old army. 

He estimated that at least 
Germans were receiving daily instrue- 
tions with all the machinery for their 
mobilization at hand. The present 
German prime minister, said M. 
Briand, apparently was doing every- 
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90,000 


-_! 


thing to make effective the Versailles 


treatv, but there were many disquiet- 
ing developments threatening the sta- 
bility of the present German govern- 
ment, as were evidenced by recent 
developments. 

All the recent instructions given by 
the minister of war have reference 
to this police foree, M. Brand de- 
clared, and, in addition, he said, Ger- 
many had various military groups 
under various pretenses since the war. 
An “ultimatum” was necessary to 
dissolve one of these groups recently 
discovered, he added. 

Power of German Arms. 

Within a few days in Silesia, the 
premier said, a force of 40,000 men 
with full military equipment sprang 
up at the call of necessity. The full 
force of the present :-German ma- 
chinery, he estimated, would be suf- 
ficient to raise an army of six or seven 
milhon men. 

The premier declared his convic- 
tion that under such circumstances, 
no American’ citizen would want 
Krance to disarm. 

Germany’s war materials had been 
largely destroyed, the premier agreed, 
but added that the problem of muate- 
rial was not one that could not be 
solved. He declared Germany was 
a nation of great industry which al- 
ways had had the two-fold goal of com- 
merce and war. 

The foundation of their genius and 
industry, said M. Briand, was in that 
the Germans could get what mate- 
rial they required very quickly. To 
survey the full possibilities of the na- 
tion in that direction, he said, would 
be wholly impossible. 

Russ Menace. 

Russia, said M. Briand, could not 
be considered a negligibie quantity, 
for she retained the power to mobilize 
20,000,000 men. He asked what would 
become of France if the  bolsheviki 
should join the Germans. What Ger- 
many’s intentions were toward ltus- 
sia, no one could tell. He empha- 
sized the present unrest in Germany 
and efforts to build up bolshevik sen- 
timent there. 

In naval questions, M. Briand 
France was among friends, but when 
it came to land armament she was 
surrounded by dangers. 

Protesting that he never would do 
anything to draw France into war, 
he added an admonition to his hearers 
ta remember that should = France 
through an excess of optimism be at- 
tacked and perhaps lost, he would be 
nothing more than “an abominable 
traitor.” 

Reverting to the possibilities that 
the war parties of the central em- 
pires must come back to power, M. 
Briand recalled there recently was 
an attempted restoration in Evtrope 
which might have set the whole con- 
tinent on fire. 

“Fortunately for the entente,” he 
added, “it was averted.” 

Coming to physical aspects, Premier 
Briand said it was well understood 
that some persons took the viewpoint 
that as Germany was just emergitz 
from the war she was in no position 
to be dangerous. 


German Army Today. 


“Our soldiers had a place in the 
fight,” said M. Briand, “and they 
know to what point the German sol- 
dier can carry his hereism. Germany 
still has 7,000,000 men who have 
made war. You ask is it possible to 
mobilize an army there tomorrow? I 
answer yes.” 

“What is the German army?” he 
asked. “Is dt in conformity with the 
peace treaty? No, certainly no. <Ac- 
cording to secret instructions issued 
by some of the German military au- 
thorities th men are not only pre- 
pared for poftice service, but for war. 
if needed. The German government 
itself has done its duty and.is ready 
to recognize it. The German chan- 
cellor is loyal and has applied every 
real evidence that he realizes the 
state of peace and honors the signa- 
ture of Germany. but the German 
government is weak.” 

The present German government, 
Premier Briand continued, “might fall 
at any moment.’ 

There was still another German 
organization, he said, comprising 150.- 
000 former service men with non- 
commissioned officers ready to un- 
dergo military service. 

“We demanded dissolution of this 
force,” he said, “instead of this being 
a local police force it has become 
a general police foree for use any- 
where in Germany. It now comprises 
about 250.000 men.” 

Former Troops Ready. 

Throngh the various organizations 
of former army men, Premier Briand 
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said,

Germany, the plans, the design, the) 
capital, everything to insure manu- 
facture of machine guns, rifles 
artillery. Suppose, during a_ period 
of diplomatic tension some manufac- 
turers began to go on manufacturing 
guns and rifles and artillery. Great 
captains of industry have bought con- 
cerns in Seandinavia and other parts 
of Europe. It is easy enough to 
fabricate guns when you have the ma- 
terial. It would be difficult to lay 
down a capital ship without the world 
knowing it, but the guns, the rifles, 
they can be manufactured and ecxnnot 
be controlled with any measure of cer- 
tainty.’ 

The French premier pointed out 
that Prussia had been disarmed by 
Napoleon and added: 

Do Not Forget. 

“But she found her place on the 
battlefield. How could we forget that. 
They often say that the French people 
are. frivolous, that when danger is 
past we turn our minds away. But 
we do not forget the direful lessons 
of the war. ‘Too many homes are in 
mourning. Too many men are in the 
streets. Even if we wanted to forget 
we could not.” 

Declaring France must protect her- 
self, M. Briand asked: “What about 
the rest of Europe? Apparently it is 
at peace. But there are certain vol- 
umes of smoke which indicate that 
the fire has ‘not been extinguished. I 
dare say this: The first smoulder- 
ing, and if France hadn't had an army 
war would have broken out again. 

“Hlow about Russia? Millions of 
men there actually are boiling over 
with anarchy. 
Who ean say what will happen there. 
A year and a half ago Russia tried 
to rush through Poland and wo had 
then a terribly anxious hour. If the 
barrier had not been good where 


-would France and the rest of Europe 


be now? 
Serious Condition. 


“There are so. many problems we 

not know how to turn. But the 
greatest problem of all is that we 
must be able to live. ‘Thanks io our 
allies we have been able to insure 
life and liberty. You would feel the 
weight of my argument if you real- 
ized that we are face to face with a 
terribly serious condition. 

“There is no threat of war, and yet 
we should not assume that it is right 
to ignore danger altogether.” 

Premier Briand said he could well 
understand why the rest of the world 
had not comprehended this situation, 
because every nation had its own pre- 
occupations. But he begged that the 
necessities of France be recognized in 
any consideration of French disarm 
ament. 

Further Reductions. 

After the armistice, M. Briand said, 
France began to demobilize as rapidly 
as possible, and the period of enforced 
military service was reduced frem 
three to two years. The result, he 
said, was to reduce the three military 
GuasseS to two. 

Now, he continued, France proposed 
further restrictions, so that her army 
soon would be reduced to haif 
its former _ strength. The § gov- 
ernment, he continued, however, re- 
duced the army to two classes, aside 
from the troops in the French colonies 
and in a few days, he said, the plans 
provide tor a further reduction to one 
class, would be announced. 

“It is quite certain the government 
will further reduce service to one 
class and the republican French army 
will be reduced by half. But if there 
should come a suggestion for further 
reduction it would be impossible for 
us, Without exposing ourselves to the 
most serious danger. 

Needs for Security. 

“We are not selfish enough to ask 
other nations to give up part of their 
sovereign national independence to 
coine to our support,” he said, “we 
can not expect it. But if France is 
to remain alone and face the situation 
which | have described, you must not 
deny her what she wants for her se- 
curity.’ 

Premier Briand said he should be 
the last man to impede “the noble en- 
deavors’”’ of the’conference, but added: 

“A moral disarmament of France 
would be very dangerous. It would be 
most unjust. The time has not come 
vet. We have need to know here that 
l‘rance still has good will. The true 
conditions for a moral disarmament 
of Germany lies in this, the fact that 
it should be known over there that 
krance is not alone. Jf it is known 
that France is not alone peace will 
come back much quicker and words 
of revenge will simply be preached 
in the wilderness.” 

Asks Moral Support. 

France, the speaker said, would do 
everything possible in the present sit- 
uation and would not hesitate to open 
conversations with the German gov- 
ernment, 

France, he added, had need to feel 
the assurance of the moral support 
of her recent allies in the war. Re- 
iterating France’s devotion to peace, 
he declared the day had not yet come 
when total land disarmament was pos- 
sible, 

Expressing confidence that the 
world would understand from his ex- 
position the real situation and motives 
of France, because nothing «.uld be 
more incorrect than to suppose that 
the French people were opposed to the 
purposes of the armament conference, 
the premier pledged France would do 
her part so far as she eould without 
closing her eyes to her national se- 
curity.
